L cquall parts, (bee the ſtaffe of what length x 
will, being equally deuided) where with walking, 
if you deſire the houre of the day, if Sun the ſhine, 
fer your ſtaffe vpright, and ſee how many of thoſe 
parts there are in the length of the ſhadow ; then 
looke in the Table, knowing what moneth and day 
of the moneth it is, which day, iſ you finde not in 
the Table, then take the day that is neereſt vnto 
the day you ſeeke for, either before the day, or af. 
ter the day, and looke in the head of the Table, 
and you ſhall finde the houre, either before noone, 
or after noone, as the Table ſheweth, for the 
Sunne hath like altitude at like diſtance from the 
Meridian line, in the fore noone aſcending , and in 
theafcernoone deſcending. 


Example. 

Walking abroad the 22. of Nouember , when 
the Sun is in 10, degrees of Sagitary, I would 
know what time of the day it is; I ſet my ſtaffe 
ypright, and I find the ſhaddow to containe 5 2, 
of thoſe parts , that is the length of my ſtaffe 4, 
times and 9. parts ofthe I 2. whereby I perceiue, 
that it is either 10. in the forenoone, or elſe two 
in the afcernoone ; and fo of the reſt, as the Table 
ihewcrh. | |
